This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request of December 1, 1998, to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) for records concerning Mr. J. Russell 
Maguire. The FBI, on January 10, 2000, forwarded your letter 

along with FBI records containing Army-originated information and 
an Army-originated record retrieved from their files to this 
office for a decision as to the releasability of the information 
to you. This correspondence was received in this office on 
January 21, 2000. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in 
accordance with Executive Order (EO) 12958. As a result of this 
review it has been determined that the information contained in 
the records no longer warrants security classification protection 
and is partially releasable to you. The records are enclosed for 
your use. Fees for processing this request are waived. 

We have been informed by the FBI that the information 
highlighted in black is exempt from public disclosure pursuant to 
Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(7)(C) of the FOIA. To aid you in 

identifying the FBI exempted information; we have bracketed it in 
red. 


The withholding of the information by the FBI constitutes a 
denial of your request and you have the right to appeal this 
decision. If you decide to file an appeal, it should be sent to 
the Co-Director, Office of Information and Privacy, U.S. 
Department of Justice, Flag Building, Suite 570, Washington, DC 
20530-0001 within 60 days from the receipt of this letter. The 
envelope and the letter should be clearly marked "Freedom of 
Information Appeal" or Information Appeal". Please cite FBI 
FOI/PA #442374 assigned to your request so that it may be easily 
identified.

1. A Secret clearance has been requested for SUBJECT as 
Chairman of the Board of the Alco Valve Company, 865 Kingsland 
Avenue, St. Louis 5» Missouri. 

2. Investigation conducted in connection therewith dis¬ 
closed information from your Bureau concerning the American 
Mercury Magazine, of which SUBJECT is owner and publisher, 
indicating some mysterious connection between SUBJECT and a 
representative of the Dominican Republic. It was further dis¬ 
closed that SUBJECT personally contacted Secretary of Defense, 
Neil McElroy, in October 1957 and left with him certain written 
material including a letter containing several allegations of 

a vital nature to our national security. Copy of your memorandum 
of 10 December 1957 is inclosed.
